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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1 and 3-4 are pending. 

2. The amendment filed 12 May 2003 remains objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132 because it 
introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132 states that no amendment shall 
introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material which is not 
supported by the original disclosure is as follows: 

The amendment to the paragraph starting on pg 12, line 10 is objected to for inclusion of 
the sentence "Anti-ATFTl polyclonal ... but not pea." 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

4. The rejections of claim 1 under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed 
to non-statutory subject matter, under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the specification, 
while being enabling for a nucleic acid encoding SEQ ID NO:l, does not reasonably provide 
enablement for nucleic acids encoding any plant fucosyltransferase, under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement, and under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Newman et al (1994, GenBank Accession No. R90192) 
are withdrawn in light of Applicant's amendment of the claim. 

Claim Objections 

5. Claims 1 and 3 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
Claim 1 lacks an article before "fucosyl" in line 2. 
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In claim 3, line £5, there is an improper article before "plant". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

6. Claim 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter that Applicant regards as 
the invention. Dependent claims are included in all rejections. 

Claim 4 lacks antecedent basis for the limitation "the plant cell of claim 3" as claim 3 is 
drawn to a method. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Rounsley et al (1998, 
EMBL Accession No. T02704). The rejection is repeated for the reasons of record as set forth in 
the Office action mailed 31 July 2003. Applicant's arguments filed 2 September 2003 have been 
fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

Applicant urges that the rejection is overcome by amendment (response pg 8). 
This is not found persuasive because Rounsley et al teach a nucleic acid from 
Arabidopsis that encodes a protein with 100% identity to SEQ ID NO:l. 

8. Claims 3-4 are free of the prior art, given the failure of the prior art to teach or suggest 
the transformation of a plant with a gene encoding a xyloglucan fucosyltransferase of SEQ ID 
NO:l.
